IN EIGHTY MINUTES. 


Frenchman’s Pian to Make a Trip Around 
the World. 


The Herald has published recently 
several articles showing what speed may 
be expected in the near future from rail- 
roads and steamboats, and today it 
shows that, vast as has been the vaiee 
in this direction, the speed to be at 
is, from one point of view, trifling com- 
pared with that which will be attained 
by the wonderful mechaniem which 
jus: been invented by M. Borgel-Court, s 
ekilled French mechanician, and which 


will be one of the principal objects of 


interest at the Paris Exposition of 1900. 
This Frenchman’s conception is at 
once bold and original. His aim w to 
present a miniature of the entire world, 
and to fashion it in euch @ manner: that 
all mundane sighte worth seeing can be 
eeen in eighty minutes. Inother words, 
he offers to take travellers around the 
world in one hour ard twenty minutes. 
Jales Verne’e famoue story of a trip 
around the world in eighty days will not 
seem quite so wcnderful to those who 
four years hence make a trip around a 
miniature world in eighty minutes. _ 
M. Borgel-Court’a mechanism consists 
of a metallic sphere, which measuree 150 
metres in diameter and riees to the 
height of 245 metres. At the summit, 
and dominating the nations of tne world, 
stands a statue of the French Republic. 
The exterior of the sphere represents an 
exact geographical configuration of the 
earth, and in the interior isan animated 
reproduction of the different countries. 
Thie is the crowning characteristic of the 
projzct, A somewhat similar sphere was 
planned by E. Reclus, the distinguished 
geographer and savant, but it haa not 
half the interest or educational value 
that this one has. Moreover, an expen- 


diture of 20.000,000f. would be neceesary | 


in order to construct Recluse’ sphere. and 
it is not likely that this enormons snm 
will he raised. Scholars and ecientista 
may be sorry, but it is probable that the 
genera! public will be well satisfied with 
M. Corgel’s sphere.

Then, it is pre- 
sumed, an idea occurred to him that the 
weetern side of the Missouri was the 
proper place for emigrants to outfit and 
make their departure. 

At any rate, few days passed before a 
wooden building, with the sign “Last 
Chance Tavern,” swinging from the 
door, stood on the pleasant prairie acroes 
from St. Joseph. Other houses soon claus- 
tered around Tavern Keeper Allen’sa and 
Yankee industry, combined with foreign 
capital, hadaiine of ferry steamers— 
sturdy estern-wheelere—actiyely churn- 
ing the muddy waters of the Missouri 
into foam before the summer was dead. 
Elwood grew—grew and prospered. 
Truly it filled a long felt want. 

The next year overland traffic increas- 
ed. Long caravans came and went; 
settlers and pioneers cama and remained. 
The bustlicg real estate agent, the hon- 
est homeseeker, the rakish river gambler, 
the arsenal-begirdled terror, the nonde- 
Script hanger on, all drifted into Eiwood. 

Tne Great Western Hotel, the finest 
structure of its kind anywhere on the 
river, was built, and old-timera of this 
city—former residents of Eiwood, who 
came and went with its powers and glory 
—to-day relate many wonderful tales of 
the reyels that went on beneath its pros- 
perous roof, 

Interesting relics of the Elwood Town 
Company come to the surface occasion- 
ally. Purchasing Agent George Dixon 
Berry, of the St. Joseoh & Grand Island 
railroad in this city, has one of the 
original certificates of stock in the tovn 
site acheme. It is remarkably weil pre- 
served. It was issued to Richard S. 
Gravee, and beara the signature of 
Henry Douglas, president, and Edward 
Ruseell, secretary. 

Little by little the best part of Elwood 
crumbled and was swept into the stream. 
To-day there ig but little of the once 
prosperous town left standing. One of 
the most interesting of the old landmarks 
yet remaining is tne Elwood jail, built 
on land high and dry, far removed from 
the river bank. Within ita narrow con- 
fines many a tongh character has been 
thrust by the town marshal. 

As the place looks to-days it presenta 
the appearance of a deserted village. Tne 
houses now standing were in the suburbs 
before the course of the river was chang- 
ed. The greatest evidence of life that is 
there now is the depot of the St. Joseph 
«& Grand Isiand Railroad company, 
which is about a mile from the original 
town site. This road was built after El- 
wood wagon the wane. The few re- 
maining houses are occupied by fisher- 
men and the peuple who eke out a pre- 
carious existence by doimmg odd jobs in 
the city across the river—S:. Louis Re- 
public. 


AN IMMENSE PROJECT. 


A Company Formed to Control the Whert

It wasthe first intimation of the 
existence of eeveral gigantic shemes in 
the grain carrying line which took birth 
inthe mind of Mr. Stickney, and are 
practically public property by the return 
from Europe of Ansel Oppenheim, whose 
mis3ion was to secure the large sum of 
money necessary to the promotion of 
the project. When it is stated that Mr. 
Oppenheim received something like 
$5,000,000, an idea is at once conveyed 
of the immensity of the pro}act, as well as 

he confidence of Eazropean investors in 
American securities. When before the 
interstate commerce commission Mr. 
Stickney told of the existence of two 
corporations of which they probably had 
heard, but to which they had attached 
no importance, namely, the Iowa Devel- 
opment company, and the Anglo-Ameri- 
can grain and provision company. He 
went on to explain that the ownership 
ofthe companies and the Great Western 
railroad were practically identical, and 
that the road got the southwestern grain 
business was because the road was a grain 
buyer, to all purposes, and was hauling 
ita own property. President Stickney 
did not tell the commission that the 
great plan was then in embryo and at 
that very moment, Mr.Oppenheim was in 
London ehowing capitalists the oppor- 
tunities which lay~ in the railway and 
elevator system, of which the Chicago 
Great Western railway, the lowa Davel- 
opment companv, and the Anglo-Amer- 
ican Grain and Provision company were 
to be the neucleus, It is the intention 
toerect a series of elevators reaching: 
from the west to the seaboard, the firat of 
which is now in process of construction 
at Kansas City, one each at Ss. Joseph, 
Omaha, Leavenworth, Topeka snd Minn- 
eapclis, with two large term maja at St. 
Pau!, one at Baffalo, and one probably 
at Liverpool, all of which will’ be neces- 
sary tothe scheme. It{s understood the 
three corporations will be practically 
consolidated and between buying and 
handling will largely control the grain 
and provision trade of the southwest.

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| THE APPETITE FOR OLIVES. 


It Has Grown in This Country Since the 
Native Fruit Came Into Market. 


California olives are at ‘a premium. 
Last year's crop is already exhausted 
and the grocers are unable to supply 
their customers. > 

‘So creat has heenme the e¢onsumption 
of pickled California olives within the 
last few years that the supply is entirely 
inadequate for the demand, The amount 
of olives prepared for the market this 
year was double that of last year. The 
crop was handled and pickled during the 
months of Derember and January. It 
was ready for the market in February 
and in less than six months it is entirely 
exhausted. 

Within the last two weeks Seeretary 
Filcher. of the state board of trade, has 
received numerous letters from the gro- 
cers of this city and of the towns in the 
interior asking where ripe pickled Cali- 
forna olives could be secured. Secretary 
Filcher put himself in communication 
with the various large growers of ‘he 
state, but he has received no encourag- 
ing wort. 

One of the grocery firms of 
this city heard there was asmall consign- 
nent of Olives in santa Barbara county.

Application was immediately made to 
the board of trade to lend its assistance 
in securing this consignment. These 


olives are of inferior quality, the 
grocers are eager to secure them.

| Deseripzion of an Economical Way of 
Curing Green Fruit. 

Sun-dried fruit has a flavor that can- 
not be aprreache’d by the evaporated, sul- 
phur-bieact ed article. Besides, sun-dry- 
ing is the ::0t economical plan for cur- 
ipg green fruit, where but small quanti- 
ties are preparedannnually. Fruit exposed 
to the sun and air should, however, be 
prntected from the ties. A convenient 
plan is shown in the cut. Two frames of 
inch-by-two-ineh stuff. of equal size, are 


covered with wire mosquito netting. On 
the cne the fruit is spread eveniy and 
thinly while the other serves as a cover, 
the whole resting on @ saw -horse frame, 


or upon feur stakes driren into the 
ground with cross-pieeos nailed to the 
tops. The sir thus circulates up through 


the fruit, while tlie: and other insects 
have no chance to soil it.

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THE SHEEP FOLD. 


The benefits to be derived from keep- 
ing sheep in the pasture with cattle 
lead us to suggest that a few sheep 
would be profitable on. most any dairy 
farm. It has been said by a staid old 
farmer, who {is quoted as very good 
authority, that a pasture which will keep 
a certain number of cattle will also keep 
two sheep for every head of catt!e, and 
there would be but little loss of pasture 
for the cattle. This may be trae of cer- 
tain kinds of pasture, but would not al- 
ways prove so. There are decided ad- 
vantages in pasturing sheep with cattle 
that are not apparent at first thoucht. 
Sheep are troubled less by dogs if pas- 
tured with cattle, for if the cattle are 
near when dogs make an attack ther will 
generally protect the sheep. It is also 
true that sheep when running with cat- 
tle are not apt to try the fence so much 
as when alone, and will be much more 
likely to stay in the enclosure. Put the 
greatest benefit derived from putting 
sheep with the cattle is the destruction 
of weeds and foul growth that the sheep 
will eat, making a cleaner and more pro- 
dactive pasture. It is an admitted fact 
that one great cause of the deterioration 
of pastures has bern caused by the 
absence of sheep, thus allowing them to 
come up to bushes and other growth to 
the exclusion of the grasses. Sheep will 
feed much closer than cattle and will 
thrive npon feed that would afford cattle 
but little benefit, When the improve- 
ment of the pasture isconsidered together 
with other advantages named, it is quite 
certain that a few r.utton sheep, weil 
cared for, would yicid sufiicient return 
to more than balance the loss of fecd 
experienced by the cows in keeping them 
with the dairy herd.
